ELECTRIC PROPULSION 
AMONG PROPOSITIONS 


Oil Burning Type of Engines 
Are To Be Also

Tried Out 


W A S H IN G T O N , Sept. 
16.— Radical 
changes In 
the 
type of new 
suo- 
marines to be built for Uncle Sam s 
navy are being worked out by the 
chief naval constructor. Navy officials 
admitted 
today 
that 
some 
new 
wrinkles 
in 
submersibles 
probably 
would be adopted when Congress au­ 
thorises the proposed new fleet of un­ 
dersea craft which w ill represent the 
latest thought in such construction. 
Especial attention 
is 
being given, 
Secretary Daniels states, to tile ques­ 
tion 
of 
submarine construction. 
A 
corps of experts, at home and abroad, 
are collecting information to be assim­ 
ilated in the next new United States 
submarine. 
Electric propulsion is the 
latest in submarines, according to the 
present determination 
of 
the naval 
constructors. 
It 
is 
probable that 
electric motors may be used exclusive­ 
ly in the future. N aval authorities al­ 
so contemplate divesting the present 
fleet of submarines 
of 
gas engines 
and substituting electric power. 
One Difficulty In Way 
One difficulty in the way or U. S. 
naval piogress in building submarines 
is the “ patent monopoly” which con­ 
fines this government to one type of 
submersible. 
This is the Lake type. 
W hile other types with some most de 
sirable features are being built, Sec­ 
retary Daniels says the government 
never has been able to reach satisfac­ 
tory terms with 
patentees of other 
submarines than the Lake variety. Ne­ 
gotiations are iu progress, 
however, 
by which the government may be able 
to adopt some of the more desirable 
features of other patterns. 
The government would not be bar­ 
red from using the other 
submarine 
patents in case the United States be­ 
came involved in war, however, ac 
cording to Secretary Daniels. 
He ad 
mitted that 
the 
government would 
not hesitate to appropriate the sub 
marine patents and 
use 
them 
in 
building its own submarines in time 
of war. 
Condensation would lie giv 
en the patentees, of course, or they 
could resort to tile courts— but after 
the 
government 
had 
received 
tile 
benefit of submersible patents. 
The 
government, according to Secretary 
Daniels, would not hesitate to adopt 
such a policy, as a matter of defense 
in a time of national peril, without re­ 
gard to tho contract and patent rights 
of patentees. 
Hopes of Secretary Daniels 
Secretary Daniels hopes that Con­ 
gress w ill eventually authorize con­ 
struction by the government itself of 
a ll of its submarines. 
It is now build­ 
ing some on the Pacific

Rapid W ork on Vessels 
On the other hand, the Fore River 
Construction Company of Massachu­ 
setts has Just completed ten electric 
submersibles for one of tile allies in 
the record time of eight months. They 
were ordered in January and are now 
lying, finished, in the ship yards at 
Quincy, Mass.

Charles M. Schwab, who took the or­ 
der for one of the allies, the boats 
w ill be held in Am erican waters until 
after the war.
